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HE large Collection of Hymns, defigned chiefly for 
the uſe of the congregations in union with the church 
of the Brethren, which was publiſhed in the year 1754, con- 
taining all ſuch hymns of former Hymn-books uſed among 
us, which were thought to merit a place in that collection, was 
(on account of its being too voluminous) inconvenient to 
ſome, and too expenſive for others; in conſequence of which 
another collection was publiſhed in the year 1769, which as 
to the general import of its contents, is a brief extract of the 
former, and though juſtly complained of, as containing by 
far too little, hath hitherto been uſed in all our places of 
worſhip, both at home and abroad, where divine ſervice is 
performed in the Engliſh language, Beſides the above 
© objections to the ſize of theſe hymn-books, there were 
©thers of a more important nature. For though they con- 
tained for the greateſt part valuable hymns, there were 
however ſome which were particularly liable to cenſure, 
being written in a peculiar ſtyle, or badly tranſlated. It hath 
therefore been wiſhed for many years, that a hymn- book 
might be publiſhed, leſs copious than the former, and con- 
taining more chan the latter. Though diſpatch was neceſſary, 
as both the abovementioned hymn-books were out of print; 
yet a work of this kind being attended with many difficulties, 
its progreſs was greatly retarded. 

The hymns contained in this collection were either written 
in the Engliſh, or tranſlated from the German language, 
As to the former, we have not only taken from our old 
hymn-books thoſe we deemed ſuitable, (ſome of which have 
been altered, and we hope amended) but we have alſo in- 
ſerted ſeveral out of other collections. Some have been 
added, which never appeared in print before, = of which 
were compoſed for this collection. Many of thoſe, origi- 
nally written in the Engliſh language, indicate that their 
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authors were good poets; others contain ſcriptural or 
experimental divine truths, or the ejaculations of a heart 
mourning, rejoicing, praying or praiſing, expreſſed in 
plain rhyme, in which frequently a conciſe and feeling 
expreſſion has been retained at the expence of a lame 
verſe. | 

In regard to the hymns tranſlated from the German, their 
number is conſiderable. Moſt of thole that were publiſhed 
before have either been re-tranſlated or altered, where fin- 
gular expreſſions, or grammarical inaccuracy required it; 
taough theſe alterations have been as much avoided as the 
nature of the caſe would allow, in hymns or verſes much 
known and ſung, and have never been made without ma— 
ture deliberation. We find this laſt remark the more ne- 
ceſſary, as ſome perſons might be inclined to prefer former 
phraſes and expreſſions, merely becauſe they are by long and 
conſtant uſe become familiar to them, though the alterations 
be more intelligible and ſcriptural. 

The German hymn-book for the uſe of the Brethren's 
congregations, printed at Barby in the year 1778, which 
met with much approbation both in our congregations and 
with other ſincere Chriſtians abroad, containing many new 
bymns never tranſla:ed into the Engliſh tongue, and a great 
many tranſlated before, which were abbreviated or amended: 
pains have been taken, not only to tranſlate a conſiderable 
number for this hymn- book, but allo to make former tran- 
flations conformable to the altered originals, except where it 
was to be apprehended, that a too ſtrict conformity to the ori- 
ginal would not produce any material amendment. We readi— 
ly allow that many tranſlations are very defective in point of 
fluency or ſublimity of expreſſion, fo that we could hardly 
have given them a place in this collection, if the prevailing 
tendency of our endeavours had not been to retain and add, 
as much as poſſible (without ſwelling this volume too much) 
ſuch hymns as contained plain and practical bible truths, 
tough more or leis defective in regard to diction or rhyme, 

Thoſe, who are acquainted with the difficulties whicn at- 
tend the tranſlating poetry out of one language into another, 
(eſpecially when the nature of one language doth not admit 
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defects are rather to be attributed to the nature of the work 
than to want of attention. This obſervation is particu- 
larly applicable to the Engliſh and German languages, the 
former confining itſelf in general to the maſculine or iambic 
whereas the latter makes very frequent uſe of the feminine 
or trochaic rhymes. Beſides this it ought to be conſidered, 
that though ſome tranſlations were put to cunes better adapted 
to Engliſh metre than the originals, we were 1n general under 
the neceſſity to ſuit our tranſlations to the original tunes, 
becauſe they are known and uſed among us. 

The arrangement and diviſions of this hymn-book, though 
not exactly conformable to the above- named German hymn- 
book as to the number of its diviſions and ſubdiviſions, is 
however as nearly the ſame as the nature of our deſign would 
admit. Whocver ſhould meet with any thing in theſe hymns 
that ſtrikes him as ſingular, will not, we hope, be inclined 
on that account to difapprove of the whole, if he conſiders 
that our main deſign has been to render it uſeful to the mem- 
bers of the Brethren's congregations and ſocieties. 

The great church-litany has undergone but little altera- 
tion; but the ſorter, which is uſed on Sundays in all our 
chapels, being an abbreviation of the former before it was 
reviſed and amended in the German, hath now been made 
conformable to the laſt edition, of which it 1s nearly a literal 
extract. | | 

As this hymn-book is alſo intended for the uſe of our miſ- 
ſions in the Englith dominions abroad, where holy baptiſm 
is frequently adminiſtered to adults; and as the ſame is at 
times the cale here, we have added two hymns, that may be 
ſuitably uſed. upon ſuch occaſions. _ 

All the hymns tranſlated from the German are diſtin- 
guiſhed by an aſteriſk |*}; thoſe not marked in this man- 
ner, are Engliſh compoſitions. | 

Apreeable to the with of many, the index does not only 
contain the firſt line of each mu, but of each verſe in this 
collection. The lines which begin an hy mu are marked in 
the index alſo with an aſteriſk J. 

The numbers of the tunes, which are placed over the 
hymns, have a reference to the ſecond index, whith points 
out the tunes for the hymus that occur in this book. 
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It is our ardent wiſh and fervent prayer unto the Lord, 
that he may render this publication a means to enliven that 
part of our worſhip which conſiſts in /inging, and that we 
may ſing unto him with humble hearts and cheerful voices, 
both when aſſembled before him, and in our private de- 
votion. | 14

not be unacceptable or unprofitable to our friends and other 
fincere Chriſtians, who according to the advice of the apoſtle 
Paul, (1 Theſſ. v. 21.) © Prove all things,” and “ hold faſt

if the important ſubjects contained in theſe hymns are 
heartily believed and feelingly experienced by thoſe who 
fing, though their voices ſhould ſometimes jarr, yet the har- 
mony of ſpirit which prevails in a congregation of believers, 
will prevent in a great meaſure, on the one hand, languor in 
finging, and. on the other hand, exclude unſcemly clamour 
and vociferation. 

May all, who uſe theſe hymns, delight in and experience 
at all times the bleſſed effects of the apoſtle Paul's advice, 
when he faith, (Eph. v. 19.) „Be filled with the Spirit, 
ſpeaking to yourlelves in pſalms and hymns and ſpiti- 
tual longs, ſinging and making melody in your hearts to 
the Lord;” yea anticipate already, whilit in the body, 
though in an humble and imperfect ſtrain, the ſong of the 
innumerable company of juſt men made perfect, {Heb. 
xii. 23.) who being redeemed out of many nations, kin- 
Greds and tongues, and having waihed their robes and made 
mem white in ihe blood of the Lamb, (Kev. v. 9. and vii. 14.) 
are ſinging in perfect harmony, (Rev. v. 12.). Worthy 
is the Lamb, that was ſlain, to receive power, and riches, 
and witdom, and ftrengrh, and honor, and glory, and blei- 
fling, for ever and ever.
